SENT UNDER DIFFICULTIES

Cost One Correspondent $200 to Get
a Message Out of Pekin.
From the Chicago Tevoid,

On Aug. 2 last the Heeord pnblished
a cablegram, that is now famous the
world over, from Dr. Rabert Coltman,
jr.. lts staff corvespondent In Pekin,
this being the first dispateh sent ont
to any newspaper draom the besieged
forelgners in that city, In a letter re-
celved by the Reecord yesterday, and
dated Aug. 18, Dr. Collman writes:

“When I got off the message the
maso-Chinese bank was offering $1,-
OB for a mwman to try o go to Tien
Tsin, but the investment of our lines
was oo tight. For a natlve to go out
and wwy 1o sneak through at nicht
meant almost  certain capture and
death with torture,

“I agreed to pay 3200 If the message
got through, to a clever bhoy of 15,
and It wuas he who got through. The
message was wrltten on a viece of
thin paper, and written so fine as to
only cover & small  visiting  card’s
spuce, This was rolled up and put
under some spoiled rice In a beggur's
broken bowl, and the boy, personating
n begrur's lud, got safely through. He
was caplured twive and searched. but
they never thought of emptying out
his  stale  rice  bowl und looking
through It for the blt of olled paper
that wrapped up the precious mes-
suge"

This I8 probably the most remark-
ahle Instance on’'record of forwarding
